guard of tho marching, miners on 
their way from Marmet to Mingo as 
a protest against Gov. Morgans 
martial law was turned- back by 
Chas.

'and Fred Mooney, secretary, after 
it had passed through Madison 
shortly after noon Friday. 


. The men numbering some 200, or 


300 had camped in-a hollow here for 
dinner and then pressed on their 
way toward -the Logan county line.

Charleston with the avowed inten- 
tion of stopping the march, reached.

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How Packers fhinder 


Farmers9 Prices on Livestock Lowered 41 Per Cent m One Year, but 


Little Reduction is Made to Consumer 


W 


HILE I am not entirely satisfied with 
the meat packing bill, I shall vote for 
it in the hope that it may be strength- 


in the Senate, and through a conference report 
we may pet a law that will give to those who 
produce wealth a little more voice in determin- 
ing what shall be done with 'it than they will 
have under this bill. 


I do not look''upon this bill so much as an at- 


tempt to regulate the packing industry as an 
attempt to prohibit the packers from control- 
Ing the fanning industry, the cheese and butter 
industry, the live-stock and pou'try industry of 
the country. There -'s no question in my mind 
but that the packers now exercise that control. 
Evidence taken by committees of Congress, by 
the Federal Trade Commission, and by other 
•bodies conclusively establishes that fact, I b<v 
Hevc. 
•' 


It is a matter of record, I think, that when 


the Wisconsin cheese federation was in process 
of formation tho packers had divided the State 
up into districts, one taking ono district, another 
taking another, nnd when- the purchasing agent 
of one encroached upon the territory of another 
he was immediately 'reported and 'summarily 
dealt with. 


When stock arrives at the stockyards, the 


same division of territory prevails, and part of 
the yards is covered by one packer%another by 
another, and competition in buying is practic- 
ally eliminated. 


Onslaught on Dairy Interests 


I 
OOK at the onslaught the packers are mak- 


Li ing on -the dairy interests of tho country. 
In my town a packer has established a cream 
station and is buying cream and shipping it to 
Dubuque, Iowa where the farmers of my com- 
munity have one of the best co-operative 
creameries in tho country, which is capable of 
taking care of nil the cream produced in that 
section. 


The packers have about 60 large creameries 


scattered throughout the dairy section of this 
country, surrounded by nearly 2,000 skimming 
stations, and they often ship cream SOO miles 
or more to ore of their creameries, but in only 
one case, so far as I know, does more than, ona 
packer occupy the same territory. 


At Reno, Nov., one of these packers paid 7 


cents more per pound 'for butter fat than it 
was worth in San Francisco, and sold the but- 
ter upon the San Francisco market in competi- 
tion with the local creamery. ' At Merkle and 
Lecatur, Ind., another packer pays from 3 
cents to 6 cents mope per pound for butter fat, 
in competition with the locally owned cream- 
ehies, than they pay at any of their ,150 skim-^ 
ming stations, surrounding these two places, 
and where they are not in competition with 
other creameries or skimming stations. 


Take the case of Rudolph Miller, of 


Macon, Mo. Rudolph Miller made the first 
prize butter exhibited at the Buffalo "Ex- 
position. I am told he established a cream- 
ery at Macon, and in 1900, or about that 


< date a packer established a creamery at 


Chillicothe, about 150 miles away. In 1908 
this packer began buying cream in Miller's 
territory, paying 30 cents per pound iflr 
butter fat, a price so far above the market 
price that Miller could not compete. The 
company shipped this cream 130 miles, 
churned it into butter, shipped the butter 
hack to Macon, and sold it for 27'/. cents 
per pound. But the company made up this 
loss by paying the farmers only 24 cents 
p«r pound for butter fat at other stations 
in that locality. 


It has b«-eit said that we have a law al- 


ready on the books that would protect 
Rudolph Miller, or the farmers, against 
this unjust discrimination. Yes;'we have a 
law against discrimination of this kind, but 
let me tell you how it works. Miller dis- 
covered that law and tried it out on the 


. 
packer. In 1914 he engaged an attorney 


*. 
nnd started prosecution. 
After going 


through court for a period of about three 
years the United Statts Supreme Court 
confirmed a decision convicting the packer 
and fining him $5,000. The fine was paid, 
but the packer continued the practice of 
discrimination against Miller as calmly, 
peacefully, and serenely as if nothing had 
ever happened, and yet, in a letter from 
one of the packers, I am told those were 
lean years for the packers. They must 
have been fnt years for Rudolph Miller and 
the farmers who paid the bills.

HEREFORE, while 'we have laws against 
discrimination, it 
would bankrupt any 


farmer to proceed under them, and even if he 
does proceed and wins his case, it does not get 
him anywhere. He must pay attorney fees and 
other expenses in connection with his case, 
often reaching into the thousands, while the 
packer'simply takes his expenses and fines out 
of the farmers. 
It is a good law fox- trusts, 


but not for farmers. '

HIS lobbying about the Capitol 
hr*i gotten to be a shame and a 
scandal in the National Capital, 


and I want to say especially.to the.coal 
interests and all other interests in my 
State I hope they will not contribute 
to keep these lobbyists here at the Cap- 
ital. I' believe that no -good cause is 
aided bytheny It almost gives a Mem- 
ber; of Congress a biased view of a 
question to be constantly importuned 
by lobbyists here; You almost instinct- 
ively feel that any professional lobby- 
ist has a bad cause, and that otherwise 
he; would not be here. The Congress 
ought to take some measures stricter 
than we have heretofore taken to pre- 
vent lobbying. It is an outrageous 
situation that we, who are sent -here to 
attend to the people's business, are to 
have letters addressed to us, or be con- 
stantly advised without-our request for 
advice, by lobbyists'as to our duty be- 
fore Congress. 
' 


I may have something further to say on this 
score later on. 


The National Coal Association has been the 


chief defender of th'e co 1^trade since I became 
interested in the subject. 


As an. evidence of the effectiveness of this 


particular organization, let me. mention two 
facts: Two or three we,eks ago there was a con- 
ference in tlie office of the Secretary of the 
Interior, attended by that official, the Secretary 
of Commerce, the -junior Senator from New 
York, myself, and representatives of various 
branches'of the coal trade. The.-.National Coal 
Association produced its own stenographer to 
take down the full proceedings, not being will- 
ing to trust the Government stenographers. 


Last week, when the pending measure 


was first taken up in the Senate, the Na- 
tional Coal Association sent a stenographer 
to the gallery of the Senate to take down 
the speeches delivered, so as to avoid a de- 
lay of 24 hours consequent upon 'waiting for 
the Congressional .Jlecord to appear. ' This 
being contraryi to the, Senate rules, a gar- 
lery attendant, compelled the rcpresentar 
tire of the coal lobbyists to discontinue hii 


' task. 


As I have stated, this is a remarkably 


well-equipped and efficient body, and "I take 
my hat off";to.thein^fp.r the effective man- 
ner in which they fiave organized to defeat 
my bill. For a timeTj,looked upon the men 
of this organization arffair and reasonable, 
and I sympathized with their dcmand'-that 
the coal trade be permitted to work out its 


. own ' sajfation without Government inter- 


ference, provided full statistics were ob- 
tainable regarding cost of production, trans- 
portation, and delivery from the mine to the 
humblest consumer. 


For a time they seemed willing to con- 


cede this. But I am finally and reluctant- 
ly convinced that -my hope iti that direction 
has always been a deluflion.

Beck Shows Up System 


Wisconsin Congressman Shows How Soldiers Have Been 


Fooled.

T 


HE readers of this paper will doubtless be interested ,in some 


of the controversy in Congress over the passage of the 


Soldiers' Bonus Bill. Big Business has advanced every po&sible 
argument against this attempt to partially indemnify for their 
economic losses the "boys who risked their lives overseas that 
•'the world might be made safe for democracy." On July 5, I 
received a letter from a colleague in the House of Representa- 
tives in which he stated that "two circumstances made the fate 
of the Soldiers' Bonus Bill, endorsed by the American Legion, 
a subject of much uncertainty." 


The first of these "circumstances," he stated, was Secretary 


Mellon's letter to the effect thai this bill, if passed, would ut- 
terly block the government's economic program. The second 
•'circumstance" was disclosed in thejevidence taken before the 


• Senate Committee that in New York alone, last year, 400 ex- 
service men committed suicide, and only 300 out of 1,725 who 
applied for mental treatment could be taken care of. He then 
asserted that "the impression made by these two facts will cause 
the bravest bonus advocate to falter, and I fear that the result 
will be that nothing will be done to keep faith with the men who 
carried our fiag to victory." 


With this pessimistic prophecy my colleague urged support 


of a bill he had introduced in the House whereby the Treasury 
would refund to the soldiers the insurancejiremiums they paid 
during the war. averaging about $210 each. He averred that 
"It is doubtless true that now, nearly three years after the war, 
financial distress of ex-service men has been, in large measure, 
alleviated. 
They have 'readjusted' themselves, and the'need 


for financial relief is not so urgent as when they discarded the 


' khaki. Nevertheless, we owe them a duty which v/e ought to 


fulfill." 


Those ure the roaso.13, of course, which have been generally 


advanced ::gr.irsi the passage of this most important measure. 
Hut if it is true, as stated in this letter and testified to by Sec- 
retary Mellon, that should the government renact the bonus bill 
into law "it v.'ill utterly block the government's economy pro- 
gram and lay an unbearable1 burden of taxation on the backs of 
the people," then I am willing (and I think that Congress should 
be willing) for the government to change its "program," change 
it so as to adopt the Soldiers' Bonus Bill without laying any bur- 
den whatever upon the American people. I am willing for the 
government to change its "program" and proceed against those 
who took advantage of it and its people in their hour of greatest 
need, while her sons were absent in Europe, "doing and dying" 
that the world might be free, who robbed the government and 
its people of millions upon millions of dollars, and by so doing 
practically took the bread and butter out of the mouths of thou- 
sands of mothers whoso scr.s were bleeding and dying on Flan- 
der's fields. 


I am willing, for instance, that the government shall change 


its "program" and force a Buffalo concern and an army --fficer 
to return nearly $90,000 of which they rob,bed the Government 
during the war in the sale of a little device which goes into a 
motor. This device did not cost to exceed lOc, but the govern- 
ment paid nearly $100 apiece for them. I am willing for the 
government to change its "program" and force two or three coal 
barons to return the §8,500,000 of which they are said to have 
robbed the government on one year's supply during the war. 
I am willing for the government to change its "program" suffi- 
ciently to enable it to take from the packers a reasonable share 
of the $75,000,000 excess profits they made during the war, to 
be placed on the credit side of the Soldiers' Bonus proposition. 


If this does not meet the demand of the soldiers, then I am 


willing for the government to keep right on changing its "pro- 
gram" until it does get through. It can conscript a patr of the 
$14,000,000 that a little one-horse concern, with $5,000 capital, 
made on a little device used in an airplane and sold to the gov- 
ernment during the war. If any more is needed, the government 
can conscript part of the $6,000,000,000 a handful of corpora- 
tions made in excess profits during the war. If still more is 
needed, then I am willing for the government to take part of the 
$450,000,000 battleship program and make it a part of the 
Soldiers' Bonus program. Experts everywhere tell us that the 
battleships which the government is building will be useless and 
out of date before they can be completed. 


The government can also go after some of our ex-alien prop- 


erty custodians who sold dye patents worth, it is said, 
$10,000,000 for about ~ quarter of a million dollars, and who are 
now interested in the firms to whom these patents were sold at 
this ridiculously low price. We may be able to realize several 
millions of dollars from this source. 


If the soldiers need still more money the government might
